The eancos of Republican Senators held n
mesting this morning, from 11 to 12 o'clock, to
dotermine what conrse shonld be pursned by the
majority in the Senato with reforence to th
House blll for the admission of Georgin. The
catcud was very lully attended, and & gonera
discussion took place as to the advisabillty of
rotalning the proviso konown as the HBiogham
wmendment, Senators Morton, Druke, Thayer
and Cameron spokoe In favor of striking it out
and Messrs. Trumbull, FEdmunds, Ferry, and
others asdvocnted Its retention,

No vote was reached, and it is understood
that the sentiment of the enucus wus not defl-
nitely shown by the debate, the speakers belng
about equally divided in numbers, The cancus
seomed to be so equally divided that both sldes
were indlsposed to come to a vole on the main
issue, which was Mr. Bingham's amendment to
the Georgin bill. Motions to adjourn till to-
morrow and to this afternoon were lost, and a
motion to adjourn gine die was carried. Unless
there ba further aclion in the caucns, the
amoendment will be adopted by ot least ton ma-

MIURICAL AND I)BAMATIC.
i
“Oheron’ by the Parepa-Rown Troupe.

An lmmesse audience assembled at the Aca-
demy of Music last evening to witness the first
performance in this city of Weber's opera of
tberen by the Parepa-Rosa troupe. This was
Weber's lnst important work, and it was written
a8 an English opera to alibretto by Planehe,
founded npon Weland's poem of “Oberon,” The
leading iden appears to have beon taken from
the long and elaborate romance of “Camaralzn-
man and Badoura," in the “Arablan Nights' En-
tertainments,” althongh the plot of the opern
differs from this story ln many important par-
tienlars, When first produced in London Oberon
achieved a decided success, both as a musical
composition and as aspectacle, but unfortu-
nately, the talented composer did not live to
realize the fruits of his labor. Already enfee-
bled by disease, the compaosition of the work snd
the anxietics attending Its production exhausted
him, and only a few weeks after’ its first per-
formance he was found dead in his bed.

The peculiaritics of Weber's style are very
distinetly marked In Oberon, and although it
bas nothing equal to some of the tiner portions
of Der Fyeischulz, it 18 enlculated as s whole to
please the popular taste even more than that
more celebrated work. The performance of
Glieron by the Parepa-Rosa troupe has been an-
nounced as the first in America, but this isa
mistake, as it was brought out some years sgo
at the Old Park Theatre in New York, where it
was well received. To the present generation,
Lhowever, it {8 an entire novelty, and Madame
Ross has done herself credit by reviving it.

The performance last eveniog passed off in a
very eatlsfnctory style, and Madame
Hllgiza" sang her share of the music, and the
fine alr in  the fhird act partlenlarly, in
superb  style, Mra. BSeguin a3 *Fatima"
had two beantifnl airs, “A Jonely Arab
maid” and “Araby, dear Araby," ‘which
she &ang charmingly. Mr. Laurance,
who personated “'Sherasmin,” at the beginniog
of the fourth set introdaced a ballad air which
WiS very preity, but not at all in the style of
Weber's musie, although admirably suited for
the display of the fine qualities of the singer's
voice. This obtalued a hearty encore. The part
of “'Sir Huon" was apparently somewhat beyond
the powers of Mr, Custle, although he ncquitted
himself with credit, and o the great air of hls
role, **0, 'tis a glorious sight to see,” he sang
with much expression,

Our opera goers have become 50 accustomed
to careleseness in all matters of detall and stage
appolutment, that it must have been a most
sgreeable surprise to see the elegant and taste-
ful manner im which Gberon was placed upon
the stage last night. There is an additional
satlsfaction in witnessing » perlormance that
gives evidence of lotelligence and taste in the
mansgeément of the minor detalls, and Mr,
Jackson, the stage mansger, who has chargs of
this department, is entitled to greal credit for
bis efforts to make the stage effects worthy of
th emusle and the singers,
